SARATOGA SALES 


Sessions 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 


An exact analysis of the annual year- 
ling sales held by the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany at Saratoga would not be possible 
until the complete returns were in and 
a statistical breakdown could be made. 
\s Thre BLoop-Horse went to press this 
week, all but one of the seven auction 
sessions had been held, and only the 
selling of Wednesday night, August 16, 
remained to be accounted for. 

Fifty-six yearlings were catalogued for 
this session, and it was likely that the 
results would depress the general sales 
average, because the over-all quality of 
the yearlings to be sold on the final night 
was below the level for the entire sale. 

But even allowing for a sale below the 
standard of the first six nights, it seemed 
likely that the final average, when it was 
determined, would be reasonably in line 
with the 1949 level, when 404 yearlings 
sold for an average of $3,483. 

The current sale at Saratoga was 
markedly spotty during the first six nights, 
and it was difficult to predict beforehand 
how a given yearling would sell. The $32,- 
000 high at Keeneland was surpassed by 
a $35,000 Saratoga yearling, but this one 
instance did not reflect the general tone 
of the New York auctions, More than a 
few yearlings started at the $100 level, 
and many of them sold for less than 
$1,000 which was not the case at Lex- 
ington. The Saratoga market also was 


affected by the high proportion of fillies, 
which were not eagerly sought by buyers 
even though the $35,000 top price was 
brought by a filly. 

As was the case at Lexington, Auc- 
tioneer George Swinebroad had to work 
hard for bids, and a good many yearlings 
would have brought fewer dollars had a 
less persistent person been using the 
gavel, 

If all the 56 yearlings scheduled to be 
sold on August 16 were to go through 
the auction ring, the total for the seven 
nights would be 325 head, or 79 head 
fewer than last year. This would be 19 
per cent fewer yearlings sold at Sara- 
toga than in 1949, and would in consid- 
erable measure account for the relatively 
good showing that undoubtedly will be 
apparent when the final analysis is made. 

The 79 absent yearlings, had they been 
consigned this year, probably would have 
represented the lower range of quality, 
and would have had a depressing effect 
on the market. As it is, fewer horses have 
been competing for the buyers’ dollars, 
and the available money has been spread 
around a litthke more thickly. A complete 
breakdown of the sales will be in next 
week’s magazine. Here are the results 
through August 15, with the exception of 
the first session, which appeared in last 
week’s BLoop-Horse.

Because of the shifting lineup of consignors in 
the various sessions at the Saratoga Sales, it is 
not possible to place comparable sessions alongside 
each other in the summary above. Instead, they 
are lined up in numerical order. This should be 
considered when comparisons are being made _ be- 
tween the 1949 and 1950 auctions. For example, 
Henry H. Knight’s Almahurst farm sold on the 
fifth night last year, and sells on the fourth night 
this year. 


In 1949, up to the last session, 356 yearlings 
were sold for a total of $1,348,900, average $3,789. 
Thus, the difference in number of head sold, 269 
up to the last session in 1950, is to be taken into 
account in comparison of averages. 
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Wednesday, August 9 


Yearlings brought more money on the 
second night of selling at Saratoga than 
they did on the first night. In the first 
session, 40 head brought a total of $62,000. 
average $1,550. On the second night, 40 
yearlings were sold for $117,650, average 
$2.941. The increase was attributed main- 
ly to the quality of the consignments, and 
observers reported litthe change in the 
strength of the market. In the second 
session, five of the ten consignors, which 
sold yearlings at Saratoga in 1949, got 
higher averages in 1950. 


The top offering of the session was a 
colt by Brookfield — Helen Gleason, by 
Wise Counsellor. from the consignment of 
Country Life Farm, of Maryland. The 
colt was bought for $11.000 by Happy 
Hill Farm. Country Life Farm, which is 
owned by Adolphe Pons and his two sons, 
John and Joseph, also sold a colt by Oc- 
cupy—Lady Glory, by American Flag. to 
Hugh Grant for $9,000. The Country Life 
Farm total of $20,000 for two yearlings 
was the highest total of the session. 


The second-highest price of the Wed- 
nesday night sale was $10,200, paid by 
Twin Oaks Farm for Breckinridge Long’s 
chestnut colt by Challedon — Nasca, by 
*Rosolio. The top price for a filly on the 
second night was $5,000, which C. T. 
Chenery paid for a daughter of Johns- 
town, out of Exciting, by Stimulus, from 
the consignment of Whitney Stone’s Morv- 
en Stud. The largest consignment in num- 
bers was that of Brookmeade Stable, which 
sold seven head. They brought a total

Able Trainer with a Touch; 
Business Is Good at Del Mar

\t the Louis B, Mayer dispersal of 
stallions and broodmares in November, 
1918. James N. Crofton purchased *Cares- 
sante. a Truculent mare, for $15,000. He 
liked her so much that two months later 
he was back at another Mayer sale to 
buy her daughter for the same price. Her 
name is Special Touch, and there isn’t 
much doubt any longer that she is in a 
class by herself among the fillies and 
mares in California. 

During the first 14 days of racing at 
picturesque litthe Del Mar, Special Touch 
has helped the form players along by win- 
ning two stakes. The daughter of *Alibhai 
won the Laguna Beach Handicap, at six 
furlongs against 3-year-old fillies, and 
then stepped up to a mile to beat fillies 
and mares in the Oceanside Handicap. 
She also won the Santa Susana last win- 
ter at Santa Anita, and has earned $61,- 
975 this year, the only season she has 
raced. 

She is a big, strong. good-looking filly, 
and after running a mile in 1:3625 to 
win the Oceanside Handicap, she wasn’t 
even drawing a quick breath. She stands 
out in her division as sharply as did 
Honeymoon, when she was a 3-year-old 
and at the peak of her form. Actually, 
there isn’t much in California now for 
Special Touch to beat except the colts, 
and there are some people out this way 
who think she might do it. One is Rae- 
ing Secretary Herman Sharpe, or who- 
ever assigns the weights at Del Mar. At 
any rate, after her victory in the Ocean- 
side Handicap. Special Touch was 
weighted right out of a stakes for colts. 
Whoever assigns the weights gave her 
121 pounds for the Coronado Handicap, 
at one mile, with 122 on Great Circle, 
120 for Blue Reading and 119 for Val- 
quest. We had come to look upon them 
as our best colts in California. So the 
only inference is that a 3-year-old filly 
has it all over them. 


ABLE TRAINER. Allen Drumheller, 
I suppose, is too smart to run her in the 
Coronado at the weights. He is the ablest 
trainer in these parts. and if anyone wants 
to argue. all he has to do is look at the 
record. Out of five stakes run here so far. 
he has saddled the winners of four, and 
the one he missed was one of those rodeo 
finishes in which his horse was blocked

in the stretch and had no chance at all of 
getting through. 

Just for the record, Drumheller won the 
Inaugural Handicap here with Fighting 
Jodo. a Fighting Fox gelding; the San 
Diego Handicap with Manyunk. an Un- 
breakable gelding, plus the two handicaps 
with Special Touch. He doesn’t saddle 
horses just for exercise. When he has 
a horse in a race, you can be sure the 
horse has a better than fair chance of 
winning. 

When he came to Del Mar, Drumheller 
promised George Moore. the visiting Aus- 
tralian jockey, he would give him a 
chance to ride some of his horses at the 
seaside track. Moore’s opportunity came 
in the San Diego Handicap, when he was 
selected to ride Manyunk, It was his first, 
and probably only stakes victory in this 
country. With his charming wife, Moore 
is leaving by plane for his native land 
on September 7. The 27-year-old Aussie 
has been an excellent good will ambassa- 
dor. He likes us, and we like him. He 
even played his first game of softball 
here the other night, and helped a team 
composed of jockeys thrash the Turf 
writers by smashing out a line drive to 


left field. 
But to get back to racing and Moore,

pretty confident that Manyunk was going 
to win.

14 days of the season, the attendance is 
down seven per cent and the pari-mutuel 
handle has decreased five per cent.

track officials are optimistic that when 
all the returns are in, Del Mar will do 
as well as last year.

A Set of Unique Conditions; 
Three-year-old Title ls Open 


SARATOGA 

The Saratoga Special produced what I 
consider a minor snarl, though the matter 
was locally argued with some heat. The 
conditions of this race are, as far as I 
know, unique, at least in America. A 
nominator may, for a fee of $250, name 
three horses, but he may start only one of 
these three. He may, of course. take as 
many subscriptions as he pleases, but only 
one starter can come from any one sub- 
scription. This year Maine Chance Farm 
had two subscriptions, and could have 
had a starter from each one. But Silver 
Wings and Win or Lose were named in 
the same subscription, and hence only one 
of them could start. They were both put 
in overnight, however, were left in through 
scratch time, and the names of both ap- 
peared on the program. As late as 2 
o'clock it could not be determined which 
would come out, and it was not until the 
third race had been run that the customers 
found that Silver Wings had been seratch- 
ed. 

The fact that one of them had to come 
out was reported in most of the racing 
stories which left Saratoga on Friday. but 
certainly a good many patrons didn’t know 
it, and even those who did couldn't know 
which colt would run. This left a race 
which a careful student of form could 
hardly go about handicapping. since an 
entry is considerably more than the sum 
of the two horses making it up. 

Maine Chance was of course acting en- 
tirely within its rights. At entry time on 
Friday no one could say what Saturday’s 
track conditions would be. and no trainer 
of intelligence would commit himself to 
one sooner than he had _ to. 
But it would have saved some confusion to 


course any 


who are confused 
enough anyway, if one of the two had 
been taken out before the programs were 
printed. It isn’t up to the stable to do 
this, the handling of horseplayers being a 


the horseplayers. 


matter for the racing association. Since 
this has happened once and can happen 
again, and would be even more compli- 
cated if one of the entry happened to be 
a logical favorite, it seems to me that the 
hole ought to be plugged. It would be 
very easy to write a line into the condi- 
tions of the Special, providing that not 
more than one horse from any one sub- 
scription can remain in after scratch time. 
It is conceivable that track conditions 


could change between scratch time and 
off time, but this is a risk which it seems 
advisable to take. It certainly would be 
seldom that a trainer, after a look around 
in the morning, and a check with the 
weather department if necessary, would 
be far wrong about conditions a few hours 
later. 


FINISH. It was remarked here last 
week that Rigan McKinney's Navigate. 
blinded by a torrent of rain, ran squarely 
into a fence in the Shillelah Steeplechase. 
I'm afraid he ran into something more 
solid in the North American a week later. 
He was coupled with The Heir, which is 
owned by McKinney’s mother, Mrs. Cor- 
liss Sullivan, and his job was to make 
or force the pace, with his stablemate 
waiting behind to run over a tired field. 
He did his job excellently. and when the 
race hit the stretch the only horse he 
hadn’t damaged was Hampton Roads, 
which waited for the last half-mile, ap- 
parently because Harry Harris was aware 
of the strategy. The Heir managed to 
run Hampton Roads down at the end in 
a very hard-fought finish, and certainly 
Navigate should be credited with an assist. 

But the Battleship gelding. now nine 
years old, came out of the race lame. and 
it turned out that he had bowed a tendon 
badly. “I don’t think he can ever race 
again.” McKinney said the next day. 

“He did his job, though.” he said. “And 
he won me around $50.000 and he cost 
me $2.500. So he goes out on the farm 
for the rest of his life.”

The Travers. however good 
the winner may be, became something less 
than a struggle for top honors’ when 
Brandywine Stable’s Greek Song came up 
with a bowed tendon and was withdrawn. 
Buddy Raines thought it unlikely that the 
colt would get back to the races this 
year, and in fact, it is seldom that a bow 
sets solidly enough to stand intensive 
training. no matter how much time it is 
given. There are exceptions, as there are 
to almost everything in racing, but this 
is the rule. 

His departure leaves no active leader 
among the three-year-olds. Hill Prince 
worked six furlongs at Saratoga the same 
day that Greek Song bowed, and observ- 
ers thought he looked better for his rest. 
Middleground is being pointed for the 
American Derby two weeks away. Both 
of these will probably race again this sea- 
son, but until they do, the division is lead- 
erless. 

Greek Song. to wave him what one 
hopes is a temporary goodbye, scored off 
one of the top two when he beat Hill 
Prince for the Dwyer. and he did consider- 
ably more than was expected when he 
headed Bed o’ Roses just at the end 
of the Classic. Before that he'd won 
only a minor overnight handicap this year. 
and his best effort with top horses was 
merely to finish close up. His record sug- 
gested that he had just come to his full 
powers. It's too bad he went out with 
the distance stakes coming up. for he 
would have been at his best in 
Still. the stable has the consolation of 
taking down two of the principal mid- 
summer prizes. and personally. [could 
get a good deal of solace out of the $99.- 
860 he won this vear. His entire earnings 
at the time of his retirement. were $112.- 
710. The opinion here is that he should 
he ranked third best of the season in his 
division.

A Review of the 
Meeting at Ascot 


The five-day meeting at Ascot was its 
own brilliant self. It was the first time 
the meeting extended to five days but 
actually only the first four were Royal 
Ascot. On those days the men wore morn- 
ing dress with top hats. The women were 
resplendent in their finest frocks. On the 
Saturday, for what was called the Ascot 
Heath meeting, normal day wear was the 
procedure. 

It was a pity rain should have spoiled 
the second day—Wednesday. That had 
its effect on the going and upset a lot of 
calculations. France was a strong chal- 
lenger in many of the races but had to be 
content with the victory of Fastlad in the 
Gold Vase and La Baille in the Ribbles- 
dale Stakes, though the latter has been 
trained by Marcus Marsh at Newmarket 
since the Oaks. M. Marcel Boussac 
failed to win a race. 

Of the 13 runners for the Gold Cup, 
only three were bred in England. The 
others had all been foaled in France with 
the exception of Lone Eagle, who was 
bred in U.S.A. The English-bred Snper- 
tello won by three quarters of a length 
from the French filly Bagheera, with 
Alindrake another two lengths away. It 
was a thrilling race. 

Supertello is bred on similar lines to 
last year’s winner, Alycidon, each being 
by Donatello 2nd out of a Hyperion mare. 
Incidentally, though Hyperion is getting 
on in years he keeps well in the limelight. 
He sired the winners Hyperbole, Double 
Eclipse, and Babu’s Pet. The other win- 
ners Jai Mahal and Bakshishi are out of 
daughters of Hyperion, as is Supertello. 
Eternal City is by Orthodox, son of Hy- 
perion, and Coastal Wave is by Coastal 
Traffic, still another scion of Hyperion. 
So the famous Stanley House stallion 
was well in the picture. 

Supertello is a well made chestnut colt 
who was of little account until he was 
put over longer distances last summer. 
Even then he was not regarded as in the 
first class. but as a 4-vear-old he has 
gained his full strength. He has won his 
three races this season. Like Alyciden. 
he is a tough colt and a great battler. He 
was kept up to his bit all the way and the 
pace was a cracker right from the start. 
Always in nice touch with the leaders, 
Supertello tackled Alindrake soon after 
turning into the straight. With the 
French horse unable to find anything. 
Supertello went into the lead only to be 


challenged by Bagheera. The pair had 


a terrific duel, but in spite of being thor- 
oughly tired, Supertello battled it out to 
the last gasp and never looked like being 
beaten. He has now proved himself the 
best stayer in Europe and his future re- 
mains in the balance. First thoughts 
were that he should try to emulate Alyci- 
don by adding the Goodwood and Don- 
caster Cups to his laurels. The owner 
may be tempted by stud offers. We shall 
see. I prefer to await the owner’s de- 
cision. Supertello is by Donatello 2nd 
out of Helia, by Hyperion out of Deanery. 
by Hurry On out of Edna by St. Frusquin. 
He can help to restore the Hurry On line 
when he goes to the stud. 


The trainer of Bagheera stated that the 
filly had eaten very little since her arrival 
at Ascot. Whether that is the case or not 
she ran a great race and proved what a 
big-hearted fiilly she is. Where she gets 
her ability from I do not know. She is 
small, mean-looking, and light of bone. 
But she is a great stayer with the heart of 
a lion. I believe there had been nego- 
tiations for an English jockey to ride. 
The owner remained loyal to her French 
jockey Rochetti. With all due respect 
to his ability, he has not the same ex- 
perience of the course as some of the 
English riders. After being last of all 
on the course. something like 50 vards 
behind the leader, Bagheera made up her 
ground all too quickly. She had got into 
a challenging position by the time the field 
entered the straight. If she had been taken 
up more gradually that might have left 
her with little more reserve for the all- 
important last furlong. As it was she 
gained nothing on Supertello in the last 
half-furlong. It was a great-hearted ef- 
fort, and Bagheera may have excelled 
herself. If she can reproduce this form 
after such a gruelling race it will be 
little short of amazing. 


Alindrake was orignally to have waited 
for the Queen Alexandra Stakes. which 
he won last year. When the rain fell 
on Wednesday it was decided to start 
him for Gold Cup. Charles Smirke rode 
the horse with fine judgement, but though 
Alindrake went to the front just before 
reaching the straight. he had not speed 
to resist the attentions of Supertello and 
Bagheera. 

Racing opened on Tuesday with a vic- 
tory for Garrick in the Queen Anne 
Stakes run over the 7 furlongs and 155 
yards of the straight course. He out- 
stayed the Irish 1.000 Guineas winner, 
Princess Trudy. quite cleverly after she 
had looked like getting the better of it. 
Garrick has won four races this season 
and has only suffered one defeat. His 
conqueror that day was Tangle, who beat 
Anernant in the final race of the Royal

Big Stretch was foaled March 9, 1948, at 
Greentree Farm, near Lexington. He made _ his 
first start at Belmont Park, on May 24. and fin- 
ished fourth in a 4%4-furlong maiden race, over the 
Widener Course. In his next start, on June 3, 
he was second to Volt in the colt division of the 
National Stallion Stakes. He finished in the 
money in three more starts in June, and won his 
first race at Jamaica on July 15. winning by sev- 
en lengths. Four days later he was behind Patch 
and Nullify in the Albany Handicap, and on July 
31. in his last race before the Sanford Stakes, he 
was fourth in the United States Hotel Stakes, won 
by *Northern Star. 

In the Sanford Stakes, horses owned by Green- 
tree Stable finished first and last. Blinker Light. 
the other half of the entry which included Big 
Stretch. tired after running well in the early 
part of the race. Big Stretch raced in close 
quarters at the start. and dropped back to last 
at the end of two furlongs, He then went to the 
outside, ran wide in the stretch, but got up to 
win by a neck over Phantom Farm’s Nullify. 

By winning the Sanford Stakes, Big Stretch 
became the 12th stakes winner this year for his 
sire Eight Thirty, which is owned by George D. 
Widener. and stands at Old Kenny Farm, near 
Lexingion. Eight Thirty’s other stakes 
winners are, Honey's Gal, Roseborough, Futura- 
matic.

The average 
price was $9,291 this year, compared to 
$7.215 in 1949. This may be partly at- 
tributed to higher prices brought by 
horses of other consignors. 

Among the top prices from other con- 
signments was $15.500, paid by Brandy- 
wine Stable for Glenangus Farms’ filly by 
Polynesian—* Evangelist 2nd, by Asterus. 
F. W. Janson’s Knollwood Farm sold a 
colt by *Goya 2nd—Stepladder. by Chance 
Shot, to Foxeatcher Farm for $10.500.

The Queen Mary Stakes, with which 
proceedings opened on Wednesday, is for 
2-year-old fillies and Rose Linnet, a daugh- 
ter of Colombo, proved the best of them.

Most 
faith had been reposed in Verdura and 
Golden Sally but they found the going 
too soft. There had been an idea that 
the 2-year-old fillies might be better than 
the colts this year, but that was not 
borne out by the running at Ascot. Not 
only so, but most of the fillies are mere- 
ly bred for speed, and by the end of the 
season we shall find the colts on top as 
they have been since the end of the war. 

Of the Oaks fillies in the Ribblesdale 
Stakes of a mile and a half, Plume 2nd 
and Stella Polaris had finished in front 
of La Baille at Epsom. Paddock inspec- 
tion suggested La Baille had come to less 
harm than the other pair, and so it prov 
ed. Stella Polaris dropped out as soon as 
the straight was reached, and Plume 2nd 
and the Irish filly Lonely Maid engaged 
in a stern struggle. A beautifully timed 
effort saw La Baille swoop down on the 
pair in the last 100 yards to win in a 
head and neck finish. La Baille is now 
trained by Marcus Marsh at Newmarket 
and I expect Plume 2nd will go to H. 
Wragg, as the filly has been bought by 
the Begum Aga Khan. 

The Royal Hunt Cup is the biggest 
betting medium of the week, and backers 
declared solidly for Wat Tyler, who was 
giving weight to all except one of his op- 
ponents. He was a most unlucky loser. 
He lost some ground by sprawling at the 
road which crosses the course, and was 
left with about six lengths to make up 
in the last furlong. The good looking 
son of Watling Street set about the task 
with much vigour, but failed by a head to 
reach Hyperbole, who had entered the 
last furlong with such a clear advantage 
that it did not seem he would be ap- 
proached, As it was he would have been 
beaten in another stride. The two lead- 
ers were well clear of the others, of 
whom Burpham was third, five lengths 
away.

I have already dealt with the Gold 
Cup, which was run on Thursday. There 
was an Irish success when Abadan can- 
tered away with the Cork and Orrery 
Stakes over the six furlongs course. Noth- 
ing ever looked like making a race of it, 
and the colt now goes into the Beckhamp- 
ton stable to be trained for further en- 
gagements in England. 


The surprise of the meeting came with 
the defeat of Mr. William Woodward’s 
Prince Simon in the King Edward VII 
Stakes. Having been so narrowly beaten 
in the 2,000 Guineas and Derby, the race 
was regarded as a mere formality, and 
odds of 8 to 1 were laid on Prince 
Simon. His only dangerous rival was 
thought to be Lord Derby’s Exodus, who 
is regarded as something more than a 
forlorn hope for the St. Leger. Babu’s 
Pet was allowed to set a slow gallop while 
Exodus settled down third. Prince Simon 
was last of the four runners. It was not 
until the straight that the pace increased, 
and a furlong out there was no more than 
half a length between the four runners. 
Babu’s Pet held on gamely and as _ they 
went past the post he had a head ad- 
vantage over Prince Simon, who was a 
short head in front of Exodus. This 
was a terrific blow, as Prince Simon had 
beaten Babu’s Pet easily in the Derby. 


It is difficult to know what to make 
of the big American-bred colt, and he 
is no longer favourite for the St. Leger. 
That position has now been taken by the 
Boussac colt Scratch 2nd, who is due to 
run in the Grand Prix along with the 
Derby winner Galcador. Second-favour- 
ite is Prince Simon’s stable companion 
Double Eclipse. Prince Simon is now in 
the position of having to redeem his rep- 
utation, and I do not think waiting tac- 
tics will be adopted in future. 

The concluding stage of the Royal 
meeting saw Krakatao win the Rous Me 
morial Stakes of a mile in runaway 


fashion. The Nearco colt sweats up a 
lot and was not expected to be able to 
cope with Star King. It so happened 
Star King was not in a galloping humour, 
and Krakatao had matters all his own 
way. The well set-up Mieuxce colt, Stokes, 
galloped on too strongly for the other 
2-year-olds in the Windsor Castle Stakes 
to win by two lengths from Royal Ser- 
enade, a handsome Royal Charger colt. 
As the winner was conceding 8 pounds 
there is not much between them in point 
of merit. Stokes is one of the tallest two 
year olds in training and should train on 
well. Pharsale 2nd, M. Boussac’s only 2- 
year-old runner at the meeting, was a 
good third and will be able to provide the 
owner with a line for future purposes. 


That honest S-year-old Aldborough was 
not seriously troubled to win the Queen 
Alexandra Stakes of just over two miles 
and three quarters. He was kept in the 
rear most of the way but sailed past the 
French colt Val Drake in the straight to 
win very easily. Alycidon had toyed with 
Aldborough in last year’s Doncaster Cup, 
but as I have remarked there is nothing of 
the class of Alycidon amongst the stay- 
ers at present in training in Europe. A 
surprise was in store when our best 
sprinter, Abernant, failed to give a stone 
more than weight-for-age to the 3-year-old 
Tangle, who had been the only colt to 
beat Garrick this season. Abernant ran 
up to his form, but weight told in the end. 


Racing continued at Ascot on the Satur- 
day, when Harry Wragg had another 2- 
yearold winner in Fraise du Bois 2nd, 
who belongs to the Begum Aga Khan. 
The son of Bois Roussel was making a 
first appearance in the Erroll Stakes, and 
inexperience nearly cost him the race. He 
left himself with something to do in the 
second half of the journey but when 
Gordon Richards set him alight he soon 
overhauled the leaders. The winner is a 
very good looking colt of excellent qual- 
ity and his future will depend on whether 
his behaviour was brought about green- 
ness. If so, all may be well.

Camarillo, Calif., where Mr. Seley keeps some of 
his breeding stock.

After having her front ankles fired in No- 
vember, Wistful was turned out for a time, and 


later placed in light training at the farm. By 
February, 1950, she was galloping on the train- 
ing track at Calumet, and when Ben Jones ar- 
rived at Keeneland from Florida, Wistful joined 
the stable. 

The Clang Handicap was her third start this 
year. She finished out of the money in an al- 
lowance race at Arlington Park, on June 24, in 
her first start, and was second to Hal Price Head- 
ley’s Lithe in the Arlington Matron Handicap, her 
last start before the Clang. In the Clang Handi- 
cap, Wistful raced on the outside, and lest ground 
in the turn, but when straightened for the stretch, 
she disposed of the leaders, and won by a length.
